The  “  rest"  .spoken  of  in  the  passaoe  I 
Mplaincd  to  signify  tlie  rest  from  persecuiion  which  ' 
was  enjoyed  by  tbe  Christians  immediately  after 
il,e  (icsirucrion  of  the  Jcwi-li  i>erscciiling  power. —  j 
Mr.  W.  objected  to  this  inicrpretaiion  upon  iliel 
iruu'nd.  as  lie  alleged,  lliat  it  whs  comrary  lo  fact, ; 
inasmuch  as  iiosucli  rest  was  enjoyed  by  iltc  prim-  |j 
itive  Christians,  lie  asserted  re(>eaic(liy  that  “ no  jl 
luehfacl  tear  recorded  in  any  hidury,  and  tliat  soj' 
far  from  its  being  a  fact  tlie  Clirisiiansafu  r  the  de-  j 
uruciion  of  Jerusalem,  were  oidy  dulivered  from  ^ 
the  persecutions  wbicli  they  had  endured  from  ili('j' 
lo  suffer  still  grealtr  yerscculions  from  the 
GenliUs”  In  this  asseriion  lie  was  backed  by  the  , 
Rev.  Mr.  Frasier,  a  Presbvterian  clergyman,  wlio 
was  present  at  ilie  lime.  This  Mr.  Frasier  wa»  1, 
firiiirrly  priiieipal  in  the  Jcll'erson  Acfidemy,  and  !j 
iruce  inTlie  D(;laware  Literary  Insiiinie.  lie  is!i 
reputed  to  he  a  man  of  I'lrst  rate  education,  of  great  ^ 
learning  and  of  extensive  informaiion.  Inaspe-l 
rial  maimer,  it  is  snppos(al  his  mind  is  stored  with  jj 
ecleaiasiical  and  ilieologieal  lore.  1  have  been  | 
very  credibly  informed  llial  since  the  discussion  ' 
Mr.  Frasier  has  re|iealcdly  alTirmed  that  no  such  | 
fact  as  I  alleged  was  recorded  U[)i>nlhe  page  of  any 
hUliiry  whatever  eilln  r  eeclesia.siical  or  |)rof;ine.

The  question  lo  he  discussed  at  this  lime  is  ibis.  | 
Did  the  early  followers  of  the  Lord  Jesus  experience  j 
i  season  of  rest,  or  respite  from  persecution,  immedi-  1 
eldy  subsequent  to  the  destruction  of  Jerusalem,  and  ^ 
Aeoverlhrcw  and  dispersion  of  theje^cish  nation  i 
Lake  the  affirmative  of  the  question  and  shall  un-  I 
drnake  to  sustain  it  by  the  hjllowing  arguments.  i 

1-  This  season  of  rest  w  as  the  subject  of  dirine  ' 
prediction.  It  was  foretold  both  in  the  Old  and  in  j 
the  New  Testament.  It  is  gcnerallv  *'i)nceded  at  \ 
the  present  day,  (except  by  the  Millerites,)  ihai  tlie  ' 
12lh  chapter  of  Daniel  relates  lo  the  (hsirneiion  of 
Jerusalem.  Indeed  if  what  is  so  perftctl v ob\ i<>ii«,  , 
he  admitted,  viz.,  that  the  24th  eha(>ier  of  Maiiliew 
relates  to  that  event,  we  see  not  linw  iliis  fact  can  | 
bedisputed,  Christ  quoted  tlie  very  language  ol  | 
Oiniel  contained  in  this  ehn|;ter,  and  applied  it  to 
'b*  desiruciion  of  Jerusalem,  To  whatever  event 
Daniel  might  have  alluded,  he  expressly  declares 
jbil  at  (t/ne  there  shouM  “■*  hea  time  of  trouble, 
inch  as  never  was  since  lliere  was  a  nation  even  to 
diitsame  time.”  Jesns  in  his  discourse  concerr- 
in*ilte  destruction  of  Jerusalem,  says,  “  For  then, 
x»all  be  great  tribulation,  such  ns  was  not  since  the 
^^jnoing  of  the  world  to-this  time,  no  nor  ^ver  shall 
«•"  Now  if  we  understand  Daniel  to  allude  to  an

The  12th  |[ 
of  Daniel  must  therefore  be  applied  to  the  desiruc-j 
lion  of  Jerusalem  or  lo  an  event  which  preceded 
that  in  order  lo  save  that  veracity  of  the  divine  ' 
prophets.  Again.  Jesus  in  the  24lli  of  Matihew,  'l 
speaks  of  that  very  “abomination  of  desolation” 
spoken  of  by  Daniel,  and  informs  bis  disciples  that ' 
ilipy  sbonldsee  it  stand  in  “the  holy  place.”  Matt.  | 
xxiv:  15,  or  as  it  is  expressed  in  Mark  xiii:  14, '1 
“where  itouglii  not.”  By  referring  to  Luke  xxi :  20,  - 
we  learn  tliai  this  abomination  of  desolation  was  the  |' 
Roman  army  which  destroyed  Jerusalem.  |i 

Having  fixed  the  applicaiion  of  Daniel  I2ih  lo  jj 
the  destruction  of  Jeru'^alem,  lot  us  now  see  what  || 
his  tesiimnuy  is  in  relation  to  the  point  under  dis-  j 
cussion.  In  immediate  cotinr-xion  with  his  |)re<lic-  !| 
lion  iliat  at  that  time  lliere  should  be  a  time  of!: 
trouble,  such  as  never  was  before,  he  says;  “  and  :i 
at  that  lime  l!iy  people  shall  he  delivered  every  one  '' 
ihul  slwill  be  found  wriiien  in  the  book,”  verse  1.  j' 
In  ilie  Hill  and  I2tli  verses  we  read  ns  follows. —  \ 
“And  from  the  time  tlini  the  daily  sticrifice  shall  i' 
be  taken  away,  and  the  nbuminaiion  that  mnketh  i' 
desolate  set  up,  there  sliall  be  a  thousand  two  hun-  | 
dred  and  ninety  days.  lilessed  h  he  that  waiielh,  j 
and  coiricih  lo  the  ihousaud  three  hundred  and  five  ! 
and  tlilfty  dajs.” 

Jesns  in  the  24ih  of  Matthew’,  in  tlie  13  h  of  | 
Matk,  and  in  the  Sl.-it  of  Luke  forewarned  his  ] 
disciples  of  the  iri.nls  and  persecutions  wliich  they  i 
were  to  endure  and  promised  them  deli veranr e,  il 
salvation  and  rest,  wlien  the  power  to  [lersecoie  j| 
should  be  taken  from  ilie  uiibtliev ing  Jews.  Ili-sjl 
language  is  as  follows,  “Then  shall  they  deliveryou  Ij 
up  to  he  alllictcd,  and  sliall  kill  you  :  and  yc  shall  |! 
he  hated  of  all  nations  for  my  name  sake.  And 
then  sh.'ili  mtmy  be  offiaided,  and  shall  betraj’ one 
another,  and  shall  hate  one  another.  And  many 
false  prophets  shall  rise,  and  shall  deceive  many. 
And  hi'causp  iniquity  shall  abound,  iheJoveofniauy 
shall  wax  cold.  But  he  that  shall  endure  unto  the 
end,  the  same  shall  be  saved.  And  this  Gospel  of  j 
the  kingdom  shall  Ix^  preached  in  all  the  world,  j 
for  a  witness  unto  all  nations;  and  then  shall  the  I 
end  come.  When  ye  therefore  siiall  see  the  ahom- 
inaiion  of  desolation,  spoken  of  by  Daniel  ilie  pro- 
jiliet,  stand  in  the  holy  place,  (whoso  readtth  lei  Idm 
imdcrsiand,)  then  let  them  which  he  in  Judea  Jhe  \ 
into  the  mountains.  Let  him  wliich  is  on  the  house  j 
lop  not  come  dovvn  to  take  any  thing  out  of  liisj 
house:  neither  let  him  which  is  in  the  field  return  ji 
hack  to  take  his  clothes.  And  wo  unto  them  that  ji 
are  wiili  clwld,  and  to  ilicm  tliat  give  suck,  in  iho.sc  i; 
days!  But  pray  ye  that  your  flight  be  not  in  ihe|! 
winter, neiihttr  on  the  Sabbath-day.:  for  then  shall  |! 
he  great  fibul.ilion,  such  as  was  not  since  the  he-  j 
giiiuiug  of  the  world  to  this  time,  no,  norever  shall  I 
be.  .And  except  those  days  should  he  shortened,  \ 
there  sliould  no  flesh  be  saved:  hut  for  the  elect's  j 
stike  those ilays shallhe  shortened."  See  Man.  xxiv  : 
9—22.  From  the  29lh  lo  the  3lst  verses  of  ihisii 
chafiter  Jesus  describes  events  which  were  lo  lake 
place  ininiedialely  after  Jerusalem  was  destroyed. 
Among  other  things  he  tells  his  disciples  that  the 
Son  of  man  would  “send  his  angels  with  a  great 
sound  of  a  trumpet,”  and  they  should  "gather  to¬ 
gether  his  elect  from  the  four  winds,  from  one  end 
of  heaven  to  the  other,”  see  verse  3l8t,  and  in  verse 
34ih  he  declared  that  the  generation  at  that  lime 
living  on  the  earth  should  not  pass  till  all  those 
things  were  fulfilled... 

In  Luke’s  account  of  tills  same  discourse  of  our 
Lord’s  he  makes  him  say  to  his  disci  pies  that  when 
they  saw  the  events  which  were  to  take  place  in 
immediate  connection  w  ith  the  destruction  of  Je¬ 
rusalem,  then  they were  to  "look  up,  and  lifl-jsp 


their  heaels;"  for  their  redemption  was  drawing 
nigh.  Luke  xxi :  28. 

The  apostle  Paul  has  allusion  to  the  same  thing 
in  2Thessa!onians  i :  7,  “And  to  you  who- are 
troubled,  rest  icith  us,  wlicn  the  Lord  Jesus  shall 
be  revealed,”  etc,  Paul  was  speaking  of  the  per- 
sccniions  which  were  enduretl  by  the  Christians 
at  Thessalonica  fiom  the  unbelieving  Jews,  and  he 
promises  them  rest  fron;  tliese  persecutions  when 
vengeance  should  be  taken  on  their'  JewSsh  ene¬ 
mies,  “And  to  you  who  are  troubled  rest  seilh  us." 
It  was  a  rest  to  be  enjoyed  in  commen  by  all  the 
faiiliful  followersof  Chr^t  wlieihur  living  ii.  Greece, 
or  Rome,  or  Judea.  But  when  was  this  rest  to  La  • 
enjoyed  ?  “  Ulun  the  Lord  Jesus"  sliould  “  be  re¬ 

vealed  from  heaven,"  etc.  Now  if  we  siAfipo^e  the 
coming  of  the  Son  of  man  liere  r»  iVrrcd  to,  to  be 
yet  future,  then  tlie  Thcssnloiiian  Clirisiians  have 
not  yet  obtained  the  rest  spoken  of  by  Paul.  But 
is  this  agreeable  vviili  fact  /  Certainly  not.  If  w  o 
understand  ibis  rest  to  be  tlicir  eternal  rest  in  hea¬ 
ven,  our  limitarian  brethren  will  admit  that  they 
have  long  since  found  it.  If  we  understand  it  to 
be  a  rest  from  persecution,  iliey  found  it  ages  aito 
where  “the  wicked  cease  from  iroublingaud  w  here 
the  weary  are  at  rest.”  Paul  declares  that  the  rest 
s|)okeii  of,  and  the  coming  of  the  Son  of  man  spok¬ 
en  of  were  t  *  be  simuliaiieous  events.  And  Jesus 
affirmed  that  his  coining  should  take  place  during 
the  life  lime  of  some  whom  he  addressed  while  ou 
earth,  see  Matt,  xvi :  28.  Now  if  at  the  lime  of 
the  revelation  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  (which  he  ex¬ 
pressly  declared  sliould  take  place  at  the  destruc¬ 
tion  of  Jeiusiilein,  Matt,  xxiv :  30,)  the  primitive 
Chiisiians  did  not  oliiain  rest  from  persecution,  then 
Daniel  and  Paul  and  Jesus  predicied  that  which 
did  not  lake  place.  Hence  our  confidence  in  the 
truth  of  the  Christian  Scriptures  must  be  materi¬ 
ally  shaken.  But,  perhaps  it  w  ill  be  said  that  “cH 
these  Scriptures  were  fulfilled  when  the  Christians 
were  delivered  from  those  persecutions  wldeh  they 
badendured  from  the  unbelieving  Jews,”  This  is  un¬ 
doubtedly  true,  but  if  they  were  delivered  from  the 
persecuiion  of  the  Jews  "  only  to  suffer  stM  greeter 
persecution  from  the  Gentiles,"  we  deny  that  tliese 
predictions  w  ere  fulfilled.  Let  us  notice  the  tciins 
which  are  applied  lo  those  who  were  to  be  thus  de¬ 
livered.  Daniel  says  that  they  were  lo  be  “de¬ 
livered,”  to  be  “ble.ssed,”  Dan,  xii :  1.12.  Paul, 
that  lliey  were  to  obtain  “rest.”  2Thess.  i:  7, 
and  Jesus  that  they  sliould  be  “saved,”  “gather¬ 
ed’' and  “  redeemed,”  Mall,  xxiv  :  13.31;  Luke 
■xxi-:  28.  Now’  if  they  were  only  to  be  delixered 
from  I  lie  paws  cf  a  lion  to  be  thrown  into  the  jawa 
of  a  tiger,  with  what  propriety  could  the  terms 
delivered,  blessed,  saved,  redeemed,  aod  reft  Le 
applied  lo  such  deliverance? 

2.  Tliat  the  early  Clirisi'Mins  did  enjoy  a  respite 
from  persecution  immediately  snbseipicnl  to  the 
desirneiion  of  Jerusalem  is  a  fart  well  attested  to 
in  both  profane  and  eeclesiasHcal  history. 

I  -shall  now  slate  and  undertake  to  prove  the  £4- 
lowing  historical  facts,  via. 

1.  iTIie  principal  part  of  the  persecution  endur¬ 
ed  by  the  Ulifislians  from  the  time  of  the  coin-  • 
mencement  of  the  publir  ministry  of  Clirisi  to  the 
lime  of  the  destruction  of  JeFusalem,  was  waged 
by  the  unbelieving  Jews.  No  matter  whetheribie 
persecuiion  was  waged  in  Greece,  or  Rome,  or  Ju¬ 
dea,  the  Jews  wereibe  prime  movers  and  instiga¬ 
tors  in  almost  the  whole  of  it.  No  person  conver¬ 
sant  with  the  history  of  the  Chrslian  church  con¬ 
tained  in  tbe  book  of  Acte,  wiH  be  (Us|)osed  to  dis¬ 
pute  this.
